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REPORT OF DIRECTORS. 


To His Excellency, Јонх J. Jacos, Governor: 


The Board of Directors of the West Virginia Hospital for the In- 
sane, have the honor to submit, for your information, this, the Ninth 
Annual Report of the Institution, embracing the period from October 
1, 1871, to September 30, 1872, inclusive. 


EXPLANATORY. 


As preliminary to the present report, and especially in view of your 
responsibility in the appointment of the Directors of the Hospital, it 
is proper to state that the Board appointed in March, 1871, at its first 
meeting, which took place the following month, found itself surrounded 
by circumstances which left it but little discretion as to its action in 
regard to the “further construction” of the Hospital during that 
year. The progress which had been made in the erection of the cen- 
tre building, its unfinished condition, the necessity for its completion, 
as well to preserve much that had already been done, as to meet the 
urgent demands constantly presented for more room for patients; the 
preparations which had been made for continuing its construction, 
and the fact that from $3,000 to $4,000 of the appropriation of 1871, for 
construction, had to be used in liquidating liabilities already incurred 
and justly chargeable against that appropriation, were altogether cir- 
cumstances of such controlling influence, as of themselves, to give almost 
positive direction to the action of the Board, so far as the “further 
construction " for that year, was concerned. The action of the Board 
in view of the facts above stated, resulted in the completion and oc- 
cupancy of the centre building by October 1, 1871. This, together 
with somé new halls, fitted up by order of the Board, made room for 
about one hundred patients more than could be accommodated before 
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that time, thus clearing all the ја а of the State of the white lunatics

AN ERROR -

In this connection the Board desires to disabuse the public mind 
of an error, in regard to the cost of the Hospital building. The idea 
prevails to a great extent throughout the State, that the building has 
absorbed in its construction, all the money shown by the various Leg- 
islative acts, to haye been appropriated for construction, an amount, 
which, according to an article in reference to the Hospital, published 
before the last appropriation was made, amounted in the aggregate to 
$503,000. To this sum is to be added $25,000, appropriated for con- 
struction by the act of February, 1872, and the further sum of 818,- 
392.94, appropriated by the same act, to pay ой an indebtedness in- 
curred previous to the 1st of March, 1871, amounting in all for con- 
struction purposes, to $541,392.94. Of this sum the State of Virginia 
appropriated and paid $195,000 ; the “ restored government,” $40,000 
and the State of West Virginia, $376,392.94. This large sum, from 
the fact that the language of the various acts by which it was appro- 
priated, indicated that it was for “ construction ? is, in general terms, 
all charged against the construction of the Hospital building proper, 
and the impression is thus created, greatly to the detriment of the 
Institution, that the cost of the building, so far, has been much greater 
than, in reality, it either has, or should have been. 

Ав a matter of necessity, a structure for the purposes for which 
this is designed, is more costly in its construction than one to accom- 
modate the same number of sane persons. 

The comfort and health of the patients are to be provided for, and 
in such manner, as to afford a reasonable certainty that it will not be 
in their power to injure themselves or others, or the building. Toac- 
complish this, the heating apparatus, gas and water pipes, and sewer 
connections, of all of which there is a large quantity, have all to be 
placed beyond their reach, and iron window guards, strong rooms, and 
many other teings have to be provided. In addition to the extra cost 
of such a building, many things had to be done looking to the general 
end in view—a steam engine and four or five boilers for heating the 
building and pumping from the river all the water required, three 


steam pumps,-an engine-house, gas-works, barn, ice house, smoke- 
: house, steam saw mill, planing machine and brick machine, with the 


éngine and boiler for their operation; the cost of laying « long sewer, 
the furniture for the whole establishment, tne transportation from 
eastern cities of all the machinery, slates for roofing, and many of the 
articles used in and about the structure, all the repairs incident to so 
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large a buildtng; the farm itself, which cost over $12,000, horses, a 
large amount of fencing, opening coal banks, and mining the coal 
needed for fuel, with many other items with which it is useless to en- 
«ситафег thisreport. The expenditures above alluded to represent large 
sums to be deducted from the amounts appropriated for construction, 
and of consequence, leave a sum really devoted to the erection of the 
building, стеа у Лезв than the aggregate amount exhibited by the va- 
rious appropriation acts, chargeable as the actual cost of the Hospital 
building. 

In presenting this review, this Board disclaims any intention to 
critscise the action of its predecessors, and submits it solely to present 
briefly and clearly as possible, information for the authorities and 
people of the State, and to place in its true light, one of her great in- 
‘stitutions—one which from whatever standpoint it may be viewed, 
appeals most strongly to all the better elements of our natnre, 
"whether as a people or as those “having authority." It is only necessary 
*o say in addition, that the expenditures above referred to, were es- 
sential to the ends for which the Hospital was being erected—most of 
them were absolutely indispensable. 

Having disposed of these, in the estimation of the Board, important 
preliminary subjects, the following is a resume of the administration 
of the affairs of the Hospital. 


FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1812. 


Of the first importance under this head, is the financial condition of 
the institution, and as the fullest and most satisfactory exhibit within 
the power of the Board, the report of the committee appointed from 
the members of the Board to investigate the accounts, vouchers, &o., 
18 here inserted as a part of this report. 


Your committee would respectfully report, that they have examined 
the accounts of the Treasurer, R. Г. McCandlish, referred to them, 
and find the same correct, and sustained by proper vouchers. Оп the 
thirtieth day of September, 1872, there was in the hands of the Treas- 
urer $4,399.32, of which $3,413.56 belonged to the Construction Fund, 
$248.83 belonged to the Current Expense Fund, and $736.93 belonged 
to the Deficiency of Construction Fund. There has also been a draft 
of $3,000 drawn on the State Treasury on Current Expense Fund, 
which has not yet been received, but is in transitu. - 

They have also examined the accounts of T. B. Camden, Superin- 
tendent, referred to them, and find the same correct, and sustained by 
proper vouchers. ‚Оп account of current expenses, there was in his 
hands on October, 1, 1871, the sum of $769.40, and during the year 
ending September 30, 1872, there was received "by him of the Treas- 
urer, for current expenses, $38,497.47, the total with which ће is 
chargeable on account of current expenses being $34,266.87. His 
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vouchers show that in the same time he has paid out оп account of 
current expenses $34,391.86, leaving a balance due him on account of 
current expenses of $124.99 as of date September 80, 1872. He has 
received during the year ending September 80, 1872, of the Treasurer 
for the Transportation of Patients the sum of $2,920.05, and during 
the same time, as shown by his vouchers, he has expended for 
Transportation of Patients the sum of $2,262.12, leaving in his hands 
unexpended of date September 30, 1872, the sum of $657.98 of the 
Transportation Fund. The amount received by him during the уеаї 
ending September 30, 1872, for рау patients and turned over to the 
Treasurer, and included in the Treasurers report, was $614.95. АП 
of which is respectfully reported.

In connection with the above report.it is gratifying to notice that 
the administration of the Hospital has been kept within the appropri- 
ation, and that there is no indebtedness hanging over the institution 
except that provided for at the last session of the Legislature—the 
portion of that fund remaining on hand only awaits the call of the par- 
ties entitled thereto—and the deficiency in the transportation fund of 
last year caused by the unexpected number of patients provided for 
and received. 


PROGNESS OF CONSTRUCTION. 


Тће Board, atits meeting in April last, found itself intrusted with . 
a вит “for the further construction of the Hospital," amounting Чо 
$25,000. How this sum‘could be applied so as to best promote the 
interests of the State, and in largest measure facilitate the benevolent 
purposes for which the Hospital was designed, were subjects which 
received the most earnest consideration of the Board. There were 
many interests of the Institution pressing themselves most urgently 
upon our attention. The sum appropriated not being sufficient, after 
providing for objects of imperative necessity, to accomplish а great 
deal towards the completion of the next section of the building; it was: 
deemed best not to begin, this year the erection of that section, but. 
after providing for some subjects yet to be referred to, to use the. 
balance of the fund in procuring and preparing stone, brick and lum- 
ber for the building season of 1873. 

One of the most pressing necessities of the Hospital has been, for 
several years, a fuller and more certain supply of pure water. This 
subject became the more urgent as the building progressed and the 
number of patients increased. The large amount of money invested 
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also required that some security to the building against loss or injury 
by fire should be provided. The rates offered by various insurance 
companies were, in the estimation of the Board, so high as to prevent 
protection being sought in that direction. Again, it was to be desired 
that in case of а fire occurring in the building, if perchance, the 
building itself might not be saved, there should be some means at 
hand by which the flames might be delayed until the safe removal of. 
the patients could be accomplished. То these reasons was to ђе 
added the absolute need, in a sanitary point of view, of a larger sup- 
ply of water than then existed. To meet these exigencies the Board 
ordered the construction of 


A RESERVOIR. 


This reservoir is circular, about fifty feet in diameter, seventeen feet 
deep, five feet at the bottom being cut in the solid rock;.and has 
eapacity for eight thousand barrels. It is situated on the side of the 
hill, in the rear of the centre building, and is at such an elevation as 
to furnish water on all the floors of each section, and, in case of fire, 
by means of ordinary fire hose and nozzle, to throw water over every 
portion of the building, except the spire, and, perhaps, the upper por- 
tión of the tower’ thus, in a large measure, meeting all the necessities 
alluded to above. The Board, in view of the frequent recent disasters 
by fire, to institutions of like character, an instance of which occurred 
only a few weeks since in Ohio, accompanied, as they always are, by 
great loss of public property, and not unfrequently by loss of life 
among the unfortunate inmates, feels it to be a matter of pardonable 
pride and gratification that it is able to say that the reservoir is com- 
pleted, the water in it, the connections made with the water pipes of 
the Hospital, all in successful operation. In addition to the means 
for extinguishing fire, already mentioned, in the erection cf the new 
steam pump, a fire plug was attached, which, with a suitable supply of 
hose, will convert the engine into a steam fire engine, and with a few 
additional fire plugs, at convenient points along the water pipes, this 
source of protection may be greatly increased. 


A NEW BOILER AND STEAM PUMP. 


Germain to this portion of the report and intimately associated 
with it, is the purchase and erection during last Summer of a new 
Boiler and Steam Pump. These were rendered necessary by the in- 
creased demand for heating apparatus involved in the extension of 
the building; the increased number of patients, and, the fact that, 
during last Winter, the engine, boilers, and in fact, the whole heating 
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apparatus. then in place, had to be constantly worked up to their 
utmost capacity to supply the heat necessary to make the wards and 
other portions of the building comfortable. The severe cold, to which, 
during Winter, our mountain region is sometimes subjectéd, acci- 
dents to machinery of the kind mentioned, being most likely to occur 
under such circumstances, and at the times when its service is most 
indispensable, rendered it imprudent, in the opinion of the Board to 
trust the health and comfort of the patients to sheer good fortune in 
escaping accidents to this machinery. The boiler and pump are in 
their places, inclosed by an addition to the former engine house, and 
ready for use. 


ADDITIONAL AIRING COURTS. 


Тһе benefits resulting to the patients from the free use of the Airing 
Courts ordered and completed last year, were so palpable, that the 
Board, at its meeting in April last, ordered the enclosure of an ad- 
ditional Court, and with like good results. The benefit is rendered 
very apparent by comparing the skin browned by the Sun and open 
air, the hardening of the muscles and the firmness and vigor of the 
step, with the bleached skin, soft muscles and languid step of the same 
patients, previous to their access to these Courts. Itis apparent again 
in the fact that so small а number are now under restraint as com- 
pared with the number requiring restraint heretofore, and again, in 
the absence of the restlessness:and nervous excitement which have 
formed so prominent a feature in the occupants of these same halls 
previous to their use of these open grounds. The patients are here 
enabled to take out-door exercise almost at will, and their confinement 
in the Hospital is divested of much of its similarity to prison life, 
which constant restriction to the halls so nearly resembles. Instead. 
of во many morose and sullen or dejected countenances, a much larger 


proportion apparently cheerful and contented are to be seen. * 


FENCING. 


лез 


A considerable portion of the fencing, enclosing the garden and 
other grounds, had become so dilapidated ав to render it impossible to 
cultivate them without considerable repairs, and the construction of 
quite a large amount of new fence. The Board so ordered and the 
work has been done very substantially, but economically. 


THE CEMETERY. 


The Hospital burying ground was a small enclosure, without shade, 


andsbare of any adornment, and was filling up the more rapidly as the 
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number of patients increased. It was intended, originally, as only a 
temporary location, and was situated just on the line of the Hospital 
groundsand near a valuable spring, the property of a lady whose lands 
adjoin those of the Hospital. It was through her courtesy, perhaps, 
rather than anything else, that the further use of that place, for sucha 
purpose, had not, long ago, been protested against. In view of these 
facts the Board, last year, selected and marked out a beautiful ‘spot, 

conveniently situated, set it apart and ordered it to be preserved for 
the purpose indicated. The ground selected has on it the original 
forest growth, is well drained, and is susceptible, in a high degree, of 
that tasteful embellishment a love of which characterizes the present 
generation, and finds no more appropriate expression than in beautify- 
ing the last resting places of the dead. That many of the unfortunates 
confided to the саге of the State, have none to. provide for them these 
last rites, would seem to necessitate, on the part of the State, such 
action in the premises as shall comport with the spiritof the age. In 
the grounds so selected, is a suitable location for а vault, in which to 
keep the remains of those whose friends may desire to remove them to 
some other place for final interment. А portion of this ground has 
been feneed and is now used for the purpose for which it was set apart. 


~ 


CONVICT LABOR. 


By an act passed at the last session of the Legislature, the Governor 
was authorized to employ not exceeding fifty convicts from the Peni- 
tentiary, upon the work at the Hospital. None were so employed, for 
the reason that their labor was needed at the Penitentiary, and that their 
employment at the latter would be'more economical to the State, and 
attended with less danger of escape, than if transported a distance 
from the base of their supplies, and away from the strong rooms pre- 
pared for their safe keeping. 


«<< THE WORK ON THE BUILDING. 


As may be inferred, from what has already been stated, the amount of 
money left at the disposal of the Board, for the “ further construction " 
of the Hospital building was not large. The question presenting itself 
to the Board was, how this fund could be applied so as to carry out, as 
far as possible and to the best advantage, the intention of the Legisla- 
ture in making the appropriation. After mature deliberation, it was 
determined to apply the sum remaining to procuring building materials; 
dimension lumber, that it might be seasoned and in fit condition for 
use next season—the ill-effects of using, from compulsion, lumber not 
properly seasoned, being already perceptible in some portions of the 
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structure—the quarrying and cutting of stone, brick, sand; lime, &c., 
for use in the walls of the next section. The lumber so provided 
. for, was let to contract, and the contractors аге now engaged in its de- 
livery. The whole amount is to bedelivered by the first of November. 
A large amount—nearly or quite sufficient for the first story of the 
next section—of stone, has been cut and is now on the ground ready 
for setting in the walls as soon as its erection shall be proceeded with. 
А kiln, containing 200,000 brick, has been contracted for, and the 
burning will be finished in a few days, and the brick will be ready for 
use when needed. A large quantity of sand, lime and limestone, also, 
have been secured and are on the ground. Thesconer these materials 
are used, the better, as they will all be subject to deterioration and 
waste if not used during the next year. 

Mr. May, the superintendent of construction, so far deviated from | 

ж- 

the orders of the Board, аз to erect the two interior basement walls, . 
and buttresses to support the interior brick walls above the basement, 
and the arches in the next section. -His reason for so doing was, that 
the exterior walls of the section were laid to the level of the first floor 
some years since, and consequently, were through with settling and 
shrinking, and the interior walls and buttresses, if started from their 
foundations next Spring,'the arches turned, and the walls erected on 
them in their green s:ate, would from subsequent shrinking and set- 
tling give rise to more or less displacement of the superstructure, and 
thusleave the building less substantial and finished than it is desirable 
such a structure should be. "These rcasons being entirely satisfactory, 
his action in the premises was approved by the Board. 


REPAIRS. 


Аз а matter of course, so extensive a building as this is, even in its 
unfinished condition, requires a great deal of work in the way of re- 
pairs. The roofing, valleys, gutters, angles, joinings, coping, plaster- 
ing, waterclosets, &с., &c., require constant attentión, and looking 
after, that no injury may aecrue to the building. Much work of this: 
kind has been done during the last Summer. The joists supporting 
the floor of several of the waterclosets, had so far decayed, as that, to 
prevent probable accidents to the patients, and to cut off opportunities 
for their eseape, new joists had to be put in place, and the floors relaid. 
While these expenditures were indispensable, they materially diminish- 
ed the fund applicable to construction purposes. Itishopedthatbutlit- 
tle in the line of repairs will be required for some time to come but some 
call of the kind will always be heard. It is suggested by the Board 
that а small sum, say $1,500, be appropriated especially for this, and 
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for the further purposes of the farm, separate from the construction. 
fund. Article 10, Section 3, of the Constitution, would seem to forbid 
the use of any fund, now appropriated, for these purposes. 


NEW STONE QUARRY. 


The quarry from which for several years paat, the stone for the build- 
ing has been obtained having been exhausted, it became necessary to 
find a new source of supply. This was obtained in a quarry situated 
about a mile from the Hospital. Of course the hauling from the new 
quarry will form a considerable item of expense to be charged to the 
construction fund. It is to be remembered, however, that the State 
has been exceedingly fortunate in that the quarry last worked, was in 
the immediate vicinity of the walls, into which the stone was to be 
built, and much has thus been saved heretofore, to the State for haul- 
ing. The location of the present quarry is reasonably convenient, 
while its situation, requiring no expense for stripping, the facility 
with which the quarry can be operated, and the superior quality of 
the stone render it a more eligible source of supply than could 
reasonably have been anticipated. The supply is abundant for all the 


future uses of the Institution. & 


~ "LETTING THE REMAIN ORE OF THE BUILDING TO CONTRACT. 


There has heen much discussion as to the apace of letting the 
unfinished portion of the building out to contract. Ав to the propri- 
ety or advantage of such а course, the Board has not the data on which 
to found an opinion. There are difficulties to be encountered on that - 
line of proceeding, as wellason the present. Prominent among these 
would be that the contracts would, necessarily, have to be made cov- 
ering limited periods, as one Legislature could scarcely bind another 
in regard to appropriations. If, however, it should be determined to 
let the remainder out to contract, the State should, by all means, have 
constantly on the ground а -skillful and experienced builder, as her 
agent, to inspect, and decide upon all material furnished and work 
done, and the stipulation should be inserted in the contract that no 
payment, on account of work or material, should be made unless and 
until both were to his entire satisfaction. р 


CONSTRUCTION FUND FoR 1873 AND 1874. 


In view of the number of applications for the admission of patients, 
now on file in the Superintendent’s office, over one hundred in number, 
the Board can до no less than urgently press the speedy completion of 
the two next sections. Already are the applications equal to the. 
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capacity of the next section when completed, and if the State is to keep 
pace with the demands for room in the Hospital, the two next sections 
must be finished as rapidly as possible. The most speedy, sate and · 
economical method would be to make such an appropriation as would 
enable both sections to be ereeted at the same time, and both to be 
‘completed during 1874. This course, for reasons given in the Report 
of the Superintendent of Construction, which report, by order of the 
, Board, is submitted herewith, would secure speedy completion and 
economy, and avoid disfiguring cracks in the walls, which are unavoid- 
able where the different portions are erected separately, and the angles, 
joining and plastering are subjected to the separate and unequal shrink- 
ing and settling of sections erected at different periods. To meet the 
necessities for more room, and to keep up with the ratio of insanity in 
the State, the Board cannot propose less than $75,000 per year, for 
each of the years 1873 and 1874. ' 


ы COLORED INSANE. 


It is also to be remembered that, as yet, it has been impossible for 

_ the State to provide, in the Hospital for this class of patients. There 
are some eight or ten of this class now in jails and seeking admission 
tothe Hospital. Their cases but multiply the arguments in favor of 
ап active, earnest effort for the completion of the Hospital, that their 
welfare may be provided for and their expenses to the State lessened. 


wr’ CERTIFIED ACCOUNTS FOR TRANSPORTATION OF PATIENTS. 


By extraordinary exertions, the Board for 1871 made room for 
mearly one hundred patients more than it was supposed could be ac- 
commodated during that year, thus transferring to the Hospital all the 
White lunatics at that time confined in the jails of the State. The 
humanity and economy of this transfer were so great as to remove all 
hesitation as to the propriety of exceeding the sum for the transporta- 
tion of patients appropriated by the Legislature in 1871. The deficien- 
cy for transportation of patients amounted to $2,977.26, for which the 
Superintendent issued to the sheriffs certified accounts. Ву a clerical 
omission this deficiency was not provided for at the last session of the 
Legislature, and attention is now called to it, and it is respectfully 
‘requested that an appropriation be made to meet it. 


CAN MORE ROOM BE PROVIDED ? 


There has never been a period in the history of the Hospital, when its 
capacity for patients, was equal to the applications for admission. It 
. ~ig-still beyond the power of the Directors to successfully meet this de-

mand, and as heretofore, the new cases of insanity have to be sent to 

_ the jails, there to wait the uncertain time when there may be room to 
receive them. The curable stage of insanity is during the first few 
weeks, or months at most, of the attack. Recovery in such cases, whem 
confined in jail, is almost hopeless. 


As soon as practicable, after the opening of the Hospittl for patients, 
those patients in the Virginia Asylums, beloging to the counties. 
- formed into the State of West Virginia, were brought to this Institu- 
tion. Many of these had been in Hospital for from 20 to 25 years, and 
were hopelessly incurable, having but little else than mere physical 
existence. As room in the Hospital could be obtained, those lymg ` 
in the jails of the State were received. But a large majority of these- 
also, during their jail-life, had passed beyond the reach of remedy, 
and only increased the number of incurables in Hospital." The same 
process is still going‘on, and the Hospital, instead of being practically, 
what it is theoretically, and what it should be in reality, a curative 
Institution, is, in large part filled up with incurables to the exclusion 
of recent and curable cases. Unless, in some way, more room can be 
obtained, this condition of things must continue to exist, the number 
of incurables in the Hospital being constantly increased by the cases. 
brought in from the jails. " 


This subject has received the frequent and earnest consideration of 
the Board, but in view of the uncompleted condition of the.Hospital, 
and the law, as it now is, it has not been possible to discover any prac- 
ticable solution of the difficulty. 

Recognizing the force of the facts stated above, your Excellency, 
in your annual message dated January 16, 1872, asked the attention of 
the Legislature to this subject and said; “it may be a grave question 
whether the present policy of keeping this class of persons in the Hos- 
pital should be continued.” The investigation thus suggested, was, 
however, hot made, and no action in the premises was taken by the 
Legislature. == 

Many of the class referred {о are quiet and harmless, and could, 
under suitable regulations, be provided for and taken care: of outside 
the Hospital, without any detriment to their welfare or comfort. If 
measures could be devised by which this class of patients could be re- 
turned to their counties, there to be taken care of, the pressure upon 
the Hospital for admissions would be relieved to that extent, and room: 
tor-perhaps a hundred curable cases thus obtained. 

This would not be au experiment, the same measure having beex 
in operation, for sometime in other States, where it seems to have. 
worked successfully. If this or any-other suitablearrangement could. 
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be made to this end, the propriety and usefulness of such action must 
commend themselves to all familiar with the matter. 


THE FARM. 


~ 


Of the large amount of land attached to the Hospital, only a small 
portion, comparatively, is oleared and in cultivation. It is respect- 
fully submitted by the Board, that by bringing it into cultivation arid 
stocking the farm, a large amount annually might be saved to the 
Current Expense Fund, as many of the articles now, in large part, 
supplied the institution by purchase, and paid for from that fund, such 
as grain, fruits, vegetables, butter, poultry, meats, &c., might be raised 
on the farm at a smaller expense, especially when the large amount of 
unproductive capital bound up in the uncultivated portion of the farm 
is considered.

THE TREASURER. 


Robert J. McCandlish, Esq., for a number of years the efficient and 
courteous Treasurer of the Hospital, having moved from Weston, ten- 
tered the resignation of his office at the present meeting of the Board, 
which resignation, after a full examination of the Treasurer’s ac- 
counts, was accepted. Matthew W. Harrison, Esq., of. Weston, was 
then elected Treasurer, and upon notice of that fact, appeared before 
the Board, gave bond with satisfactory security, and qualified as such, 
according to law. 


A STEWARD. 


In view of the coustant increase of the number of patients, and the 
large interests involved, it is the unanimous opinion of the Board that 
a Steward shonld be appointed, his duties to be defined by the Board, 
but to include the purchase of supplies, the keeping of the books, 
vouchers, &c., and the supervision of the farm, thus relieving the Su- 
perintendent and Assistant Physician of much labor heretofore per- 
formed by them, outside the line of their respective duties, and 
allowing their whole time to be devoted to the care and welfare of the 
patients. =

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CONDITION OF THE HOSPITAL. 

The Board was gratified, on minute inspection at various times of 
the condition and management of the Hospital, to find it so far as they 
could judge in every respect, well conducted and managed. The 
halls, dormitories, bedding, clothing, dining-rooms and table-ware, 
were all in good condition, the food substantial, varied, abundant and 
well prepared, and gave every evidence of strict regard for cleanliness, 
neatness and attention in the several departments. The various of- 
ficers seem to vie with each other.in the earnestness and industry with 
which they devote themselves to the execution of their respective ' 
duties. : 

SUPERINTENDENT OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The large interests at stake, growing out of the amount of money to 
be expended, as well as the necessity that so vast and massive a build- 
ing should be properly constructed, induced the Board to appoint a 
Superintendent of Construction, that the interests of the State, as far 
as possible, might be duly guarded. For this position Mr. John May, 
‘who had been engaged on the building in that capacity, from its com- 
mencement until the completion of the centre bdilding to the first 


`` floor, was selected. The vigor and intelligence with which his duties 


have been performed, leave the Board no cause to régret its action, 
‘elther, as to making an appointment for that purpose, or as to the 
agent selected. ; - 

FINALLY, 


‘The Board would most earnestly commend to the generous consid- 
eration and fostering care of all those in authority in the State, and of 
the whole people, all the interests of this great and noble work, in the 
furtherance of which we are now engaged.

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d THE CROWDED CONDITION OF THE HOSPITAL. 


Doetor Kirkbride, of the Pennsyivania Hospital, and Dr. Stribling, 
of the Staunton Ásylum, who were consulted as to the plans of this 
' Hospital, estimated its capacity to be for two hundred and fifty pa- 
tients when fully completed. It ıs now but half done, and we have 
already two hundred and eighty-six patients in it. The evil effects of 
overcrowding hospitals 23 familiar to most of the Superintendents 
of the United States, and unfortunately ours is not an exception. It 
can be readily seen that when patients of every class and form of in- 
sanity are crowded together, that they. cannot "Бе; во successfully 
treated, as when a more secluded system and a better classification is 
enforced. Every one knows that by overcrowding Hospitals, ships, 
prisons, &6., that the air becomes carbonized and unhealthy. We can 
see the evil effects in this Hospital, during the winter and spring 
months. When the patients cannot take out-door exercise and pure air, 
our rate of mortality is more than double what it is in the summer 
months. Out of the 22 deaths reported, 17 occurred from Octeberto 
April, or 24 deaths per month; and for May, June, July, August and 
September only one per month. So impressed were the Superintend- 
ents of the United States and Canada with the evils of overerowd- 
ing, that they at their last annual meeting held at Madison, Wisconsin, 
in May last (where I had the pleasure to attend,) instructed Dr. Kirk- 
bride, of the Pennsylvania Hospital, to draw up a series of reso- 
lutions setting forth the evils атіѕіпо Тот this cause, for the purpose 
‘of correcting as far as possible this public fault, and I take pleasure 
in herewith subjoining them with the hope that the high authority 
from which they emanated may exert a salutary influence over the 
public mind, and induce the Legislature аз far as poasible to relieve 
this condition of our Hospital, by appropriations.

"as RESOLUTIONS 


Prepared by Dr. Kirkbride by request of the Asseciation and unani- 
mously adgpted. - S 


Resolve і, That this Association regards the custom of admitting а 
greater number of patients than the buildings can properly accommo- 
‚ date, which is now becoming so common in Hospitals for the Insane 
in nearly evéry section of the country, as an evil of great magnitude, 
productive of extraordinary dangers, subversive of the good order, 
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pertect discipline and greatest usefulness of these institutions, and of 
the best interests of the insane. 

Resolved, That this Association, having repeatedly affirmed its 
well-matured convictions of the humanity, expediency and eeonomy 
of every State making ample provision for all its insane, regards it as 
an important means of effecting ihis object that these institutions 
should be kept in the highest state of efficiency, and the difierence in 
eondition of patients treated in them, and those kept in al mshouses 
jails, or even private houses, be thus most clearly demonstrated. 


Resolved, That while fully recognizing the great suffering and 
serious loss that must result to individuals by their exclusion from 
hospitals when laboring under an attack of insanity; this Association 
fully helieves that the greatest good will result to the largest number, 
and at the earliest day, by the adoption of the course now indicated. 

Ressived, That the boards of management of the different hospi- 
tals on this continent be urged, most earnestly to adopt such measures 
as will effectually prevent more patients being admitted into their re- 
spective institutions, than, in the opinions of their superintendents, 
ean be treated with the greatest efficiency, and without impairing the 
welfare of their fellow sufferers. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to furnish a copy of 
these resolutions to the boards of management of the different hospi- 
tals for the insane in the United States and the British Provinces. 


Мау 80th, 1872. - 
NECESSITY FOR MORE ROOM. 


~ From October 1, 1871, to September 80, 1872, there have been 
150 applications for admission, or at the rate of 124 per month. Of 
these 86 have been admitted. Other applications before that time, in- 
cluding colored insane, will number 10 to 15, and will make the whole 
number unprovided for, outside of the Hospital at this time 75, and at 
the same ratio, we may expect to have, in a year from this date, 150 
more in the State and outside of the Hospital, less the number that 
can be admitted during the year, to fill the vacancies of those who 
will be discharged during the year, which will be from 40 to 50, and 
will leave 175 insane to be cared for in jails and other places on Octo- 
ber first, 1878. In October, 1874, by the same calculation, 275 will 
have to te cared for outside of the Hospital. At this latter date, Mr. 
May, the Building Superintendent, informs me that he can have the 
next section ready for occupation, provided the necessary appropria- 
tions are made This section will accommodate 100 patients, and 
there still will be 175 insane to be cared for in jails and other places. 
This is no unreasonable calculation, for statistics show that different 
States have from one in four hundred to one in one thousand who are 
insane, and, taking the population of our State to be 440,000, and 
placing our number at the lowest figures, we should expect to have 
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440 insane. The number, as far as I am able to learn, is from 350 to 
875. Some who are insane have never been reported to me, and may 
increase this number. 1 should place the number of insane in our 
State to be one in eleven hundred. 

It is obvious from the foregoing statements that more room should 
be provided for this unfortunate class of our citizens, and that, too, at 
once, not only for the sake of humanity, but the best interests and 
true economy of the State demands it, as I hope to show, by facts. 
The cost of keeping insane in the Hospital is from $2.45 to’ $2.60 per 
week, ineluding every outlay. In the jails, I am informed by a mem- 
ber of last year’s Legislature, the average cost is $9.00 per week; or 
in ‘Hospital $135.20 per year for each patient; and in jails $468. 00. 
Or, for every person keptin jail the State pays $333.00 more than 
she would if they were kept in the Hospital, and for 100 patients kept 
one year in jails it would cost $33,300, or just as much as the Legisla- 
ture appropriated last winter, to support 286 patients in the Hos- 
pital for one year. Now this shows a saving to the State.of $33,300 
on every 100 patients per year. It costs nearly $100,000 to complete 
each section of the building. Take the amount saved annually by 
keeping insane in the Hospital and we will find that in every three 
years a section of the Hospital can be built out of the savings in keep- 
ing such a building, too, as is suited to facilitate the cure of patients 
and return them D their friends.and society. Take another view, 
recoveries take place in proportion to the length of time they have 
been sick. A person is more apt to be cured who has been insane one 
week than one who has been insane one month; and one who has 
been sick one month stands a much better chance to recover than one 
who has been sick one year, and во оп until they reach a period of 
incurability or hopeless insanity; and after they reach this period they 
are little more liable to die than one who is not insane, and aman who 
becomes hopelessly insane at thirty years will, in all probability, live 
from sixteen to twenty-five yearsin the Hospital. Now take this 
period of hospital life and make a calculation what each incurable 
costs the State to keep him twenty years at $2.50 per week, and it will 
amount to $2,600. Add to this amount what he could have earned as 
а common laborer at $1.50 per day, (leave out the mechanic,) 800 
days in a year, and we have $9,000, or $11,600. This is no stretch of 
the imagination, for the annual earnings of a man, over and above the 
expenditures of his living, may be considered as so muck contributed 
annually to the commonwealth, and that which contributes most to the 
health and happiness of the citizens of a State contributes in the same 
proportion to the wealth and prosperity of the State. So much then 
is gained by restoring an insane laborer twenty-five years old, 
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economically viewed. "But let us not turn our eyes from the jo 
happiness that is forever blotted out from the family circle and friends 
by a life of hopeless insanity. 

Insanity i is one of the most removable of all grave diseases, if the 
proper means are used in its earlier stages—as mnch so as dysentery, 
fever, &c. The experience of Hospitals shows that from seventy to 
ninety per cent. may be restored to health, and the average time re- 
quired for restoration in hospitals varies from five and а half to seven 
and eight months, but the average of the whole, especially those taken 
early, does not exceed six months. 

This hospital is almost filled with incurables, and the per cent. of cure, 
in consequence is very small, and will not exceed twelve per cent. Out 
of 102 received within 15 months, only 12, perhaps, might be called 
cureable. Тһе hospital has been peculiarly unfortunate in this re- 
spect from its infancy. When the State was divided we had to take 
our portion of the insane from the Staunton and Williamsburg asy- 
lums, and almost all were incurable cases'of ehronic insanity, who had 
been in these hospitals for years; many of them are still here and we - 
cannot reasonably expect to get rid of them excepting by death. 

Last year, when the building was ready to be occupied, a large num- 
ber were in waiting in the jails, who had been confined for years—two 
from Preston county had been in jail twelve узага. Our hospital was 
again filled by this class of incurables, and they, added to the Staun- 
ton and Williamsburg patients, leave but little room to take those who 
really could be benefitted. The resultis, that recent cases that vould 
be cureable here are deprived of the means of cure by being shut up 
in jails until, perhaps, the next section of the building is completed, 
and they in their turn will come to us asa third installment of incura- 
bly insane, and they in their turn will exclude the cureable until a 
next section can be built, and so on. And we can hope for no brighter 
future in our hospital, until the legislature can realize the fact that 
the present mode of making appropriations is ruinous as well to the 
economy of our State, as it is to the health and welfare of her unfor- 
tunate insane. 

The true economy and policy of our State demands that two to three 
sections of building should бе built at^ one time. So that those who are 
curable сат be cared for at once, and not confined in jails until all hope 
and chance of cure has fled; homes madedesolate and the State deprived 
of many of her best citizens, and they become a burthen and expense 
until death kindly removes them. 

IMPROVEMENTS—THE NEW RESERVOIR. 


Which was ordered to be erected at the last meeting of your, Board 
is completed.

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It is placed 1105 feet above and back of the buildings and has a 
capacity of near 241,128 gallons. ТЕ is built of solid masonry and - 
well comented, and altogether it is the most complete, best finished 
. and most substantial reservoir in the country. The plans devised for 
emptying it so as to allow its being washed out, and the mode adopted 
for always draining the water from within two feet of the upper sur- 
face by means ef a floating flexible discharge pipe, so as to get pure 
water and free from sediment, we think is of the greatest importance, 
and as the inventions are our own, we hope they have merit. Situa- 
ted as the reservoir is 1105 feet above the buildings, the water by its 
gravity can be thrown over any. part of the house, and when the 
proper fixtures and hose are put up, we will be enabled, in case of fire, . 
to flood the entire building in a few moments. I respectfully urge 
upon you the necessity of procuring the hose and necessary fixtures, 
and have them put up at once, во as to be prepared for an emergency. 

It is due to Mr. May, thetuilding superintendent, so say that he en- 
' eountered many difficulties in making the necessary excavation, bnt. 
he surmounted them all, and you may rest assured that we have a res- 
ervoir that will last for ages. I assure уоп Ілеге was no improvement 
needed more than this. ` 


THE NEW BOILER 


for furnishing additional heat to the buildings, has been procured as 
was ordered by your Board at its last meeting. It is 26 feet long, and 
50 inches in diameter. An *Earles Steam Pump" was also bought at. 
the same time, and is used for forcing water up into the reservoir. 
Both the boiler and pump are enclosed by an enclosed brick wall to 
the engine house. | i 
‚ Additional exercise yards have been enclosed by a high fence and 
fitted up with seats, and have been used during the Summer by the 
patients. The healthful effects of open air exercise is very apparent, 
and the patients have enjoyed good bodily health during the Summer. 
About 70 occupy one yard. The fences around the garden and hog 
lot are completed, and will give security both to our stock and 
garden, 


THE NEW CEMETERY. 


is enclosed with a paling fence. The grounds were surveyed by Hon.

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APPROPRIATIONS FoR 1875 AND 1874—cURRENT EXPENSE FUND. 


As the Legislature hereafter will convene only every tv 

becomes necessary to provide for two years, instead of one as hereto- 
fore, It should be borne in mind, also, that these yearly appropria- 
tions have to run from about the 15th of April, to the same time next 
year, and should be made to thisend. The fiscal year ends September 
30th, and the reports usually show an excess sufficient to run the In- 
stitution from that time until a new appropriation can be drawn which 
is about the 15th of April, and no deduction should be made for what 
is generally reported on hand. То support 290 patients for one year, 
(1878,) at $2.60 cents, per week, (which amount it may reach from 
advance in price of supplies,) it will take $39,208.00. For 1874, pro- 
vision will have to be made for 100 additional patients which will be 
received when the next section is completed, making in all 390 persons 
to be provided for, and at the same rate $52,708.00, will be required 
fer their support. It is to be hoped that the cutting down process will 
поё be indulged in, as near these amounts will be actually required for 
earrying on the Institution for the time specified. 


TRANSPORTATION FUND. 


For the year 1878, there will be required $2,500. For 1874, the 
same amount $2,500, and also, what will be necessary to transport 100 
patients to the Hospital when the next section is completed. The 
average for transporting each patient is $26.00, and for 100 patients 
$9,600, or $5,100 for year the 1874. 


А REPAIR AND IMPROVEMENT FUND, 


Should be made for each year for the purpose of keeping up the 
Hospital and out-buildings, fences, &c., and to gradually open the 
Farm, which is now, almost useless from the fact that it has never 
been improved. The law requiring each appropriation to be used for 
the purpose specified, gives the Hospital no fund for this purpose, and 
the result is that the buildings and fences have suffered greatly, some 
of the floors in the waterclosets gave way this Summer, and others have 
hecome very much damaged. The plastering is constantly being knock- 
off, and the wear and tear of an Insane Hospital 1з naturally very 
great ; and had we not this Snmmer used some of the building fund for 
repairing the Hospital, fences, &c., it would have been almost impos- 

-sible to have gotten along another year. А yearly appropriation of 

$1,500.00, will enable the Superintendent to keep the Hospital, out- 
houses, fences, &с., in repair, and enable him to gradually open the 
farm and make it of зоте use to the Hospital. 
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The certified accounts for 1871, and given for transporting patients 
to the Hospital amounts to $2,977.26. They were reported by me 
to the proper authorities last winter for the purpose of having the 
necessary ото made by the Legislature, but were over- 
looked and no appropriation was made to meet them. 

Тћезе certificates of indebtedness were given by me at the sugges- 
iion of the Governor and the Board for that year, for the purpose of 
getting a number of patients into the Hospital after additional room 
had been provided by opening two new halls, and as there was no 
transportation fund on hand, this was the only mode left for filling 
them. These accounts should be met at the earliest period as many are 
held by persons who are not able to do without their. money.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF CONSTRUCTION. 


To the Board of Directors of the West Virginia Hospital for the Insane 


GENTLEMEN: I beg leave to report that, to meet the demands of 
suffering humanity, the State has been obliged, so far, to erect her 
Hospital for the Insane in sections. In all buildings so massive in 
structure, the walls should be carried up simultaneously. The walls 
of this building, so far as completed, have been builtin four separate 
sections. No unequal shrinkage has ever taken place, either in the 
foundation or cellar walls. They were nearly all put in place previous 
to the erection of any portion of the superstructure. But it must be 
borne in mind that in every building of either stone or brick, of the 
‚ heighth of fifty feet, where one section connects with another, the one 
being already built and shrunk, and the other having yet to be built, 
and its shrinkage and settling yet to take place, there must neces- ` 
sarily occur an unequal bearing of its several parts, especially at its 
angles and lines of conneetion, often visible even to the uneducated 
eye. Such is the case in this building so far as its erection ма pro- 
gressed, and for the reasons above stated. 

The next portion to be erected joins the centre building, aaa still 
there is another to join that. These are each three stories, besides 
basement and attic, in height, and I do very earnestly recommend, 
that, if possible, the two dections. be carried up together, This can 
be done with more rapidity: and economy than to erect each sepa- 
rately, and will make a far better job. The rumored giving way of a 
portion of the wall of the centre building had but little foundation in 
fact. I think I have secured it perfectly. А small portion of the cor- 
nice, T think, should be removed and reset. This would cost but little, 
and would render the wall more sightly. But this portion of the centre 
building, the Board will understand, was not erected by your present 
Superintendent, who built all the Asylum from its beginning, except 
the centre building.

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60 HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


The Legislature having made an appropriation of .$25,000, for the 


` further construction of the Hospital, the Board at its meeting in 


April last made an order to build a reservoir of sufficient capacity to 
supply the Hospital, when the whole building is completed. The 
reservoir will ћоја 8,000 barrels, is built of cut stone; well jointed ; 
cemented with Rosendale cement; with two feet of cut stone on top 
of the wall, besides the coping, which is one foot deep by twenty 
inches wide, to guard against the effects of frost. There has also been 
purchased a steam force pump to throw the water one hundred feet 
high into the reservoir. These have all been completed with all the 
necessary pipes jor receiving and discharging the water. The Board 
also made an order to purchase a boiler of large dimensions for the 
purpose of providing more heat to the various ‘portions of the building. 
Also, to build an addition to the engine house for the protection of 
the boiler and pump. The boiler and pump are in place, and the ad- 
dition to the building will be completed in a few days. | 

"The Board also made an order to build some high fences around 
some portions of the building, in order to give air and exercise to the 
patients; also, some fencing around the graveyard and some portions 
of the farm and garden. This has been done. An order was also 
made to finish some work left undone by the former Superintendent, 
such as slating, painting roof and tower, strengthening the tower with 
extra timbers and bolts, and some tin work. This has also been com- 
pleted. Orders were also made for procuring such lumber as would 
be needed in the erection of the next section. This lumber is under 
contract, and will all be delivered in the present month, and the 
money is reserved for the payment on the contract. I found it neces- 
sary, in order to proceed advantageously with the work in the future, 
to put under contract the making and burning of 200,000 brick. This 
the building committee ordered, and the kiln will be burned, and the 
brick ready for delivery in a few days. The money is also reserved to 
pay for them. 

There will always be a vast amount of repairs required to the interior 
of a Hospital, as for instance, to the plastering, deors, floors of water 
closets, bath rooms, painting, whitewashing, &e., &е. Dr. Camden 
found it important to recommend to the committee to make such re- 
pairs аз were needed. They were ordered and are very nearly com- 
pleted. 

A new stone quarry has been opéned, and the stone has proved to 
be the best ever obtained for this building. It will not be necessary 
to seek another for the completion of the Hospital. Experienced per-

I have kept ten stone cutters at work for four-and-a-half months

preparing stone for the future prosecution of the building, and have 
prepared a large quantity. I am now putting up some walls to receive 
the arches, which are more necessary than any thing else, in order to 
start the work in the Spring. I have also collected a vast quantity 
of sand, lime and limestone for future operations.
